Captain A. J. Garrison died Sunday 
morning at bis borne in New Castle- 
Funeral services will be conducted 
Tuesday morning at tbe late residence 
by Rev. M. A. Castle, pastor of tbe 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
Captain Garrison was born Aug. 11. 


1830. in Virginia and 
was a little 
over 71 years old tbe day of bis death. 
When ten years of age be moved with 
bis parents to Ohio, and spent the 
greater part of bis life in New Castle 
township. He was one of the best 
known residents of western Coshocton 
county, and bad many friends and ac- 
quaintances in Coshocton. 
For six years following bis twenty- 
fifth year be taught writing schools 
through the western part of the coun- 
ty, and at times served as clerk at 
public vendues, administrator of es- 
tates and became tbe custodian of 
other important interests for the peo- 
ple of his vicinity. 
When the Civil war broke out.be en- 
listed as a private for three years in 
the Twenty-Fourth Ohio, and was 
elected orderly sergeant o? company 
K wben the regiment was organized. 
At the battle of Green Brier Moun- 
tain. Va., in tbe winter of 1861-62, be 
was promoted to second lieutenant. 
Soon afterward, bis captain resigning, 
he was promoted to first lieutenant 
for meritorious services. He was in 
19 engagements among which was tbe 
noted battle of Chick^mauga from 
start to finish. He paid 35 for five 
small potatoes after this battle was 
over, rations being very bard to ob- 
taiu- 
Wbile doing picket duty with his 


command in the spring of 1S64, he met 
with a sunstroke which rendered him 
unconscious tor several days and con- 
fined him to tbe field hospital lor sev- 
eral weeks. F om tbe sunstroke and 
its effects he ever afterward remained 
a great sufferer, particularly during 
hot, weather, and was pensioned be- 
cause of it some 20 years ago. 
The 
sunstroke left him a nervous wreck. 
Wben other diseases set in as a conse- 
quence be was compelled to capitulate 
ui that dreaded monster, death. 
Asa citizen. Captain A. J. Garri- 
son was known far and wide- Al- 
ways genial and affable, fond of chil- 
dren, to which every holiday event 
bore witness when he gave TO the chil- 
dren of his village presents suitable to 
their circumstances- He was quite 
hospitable at his home, and no one 
was ever sent from his door hungry. 
He was generous to the church, and 
was a member of the buildiug com- 
mittee for his home chapel, giving 
liberally of mouej towards tUe pay- 
ment of repairs now in progress.. 
As a business man he was kno«ro as 
the finest penman residing in the 
county. From 1875 to 1891 he was 
bookkeeper and solicitor for the H-ast 
Liberty 
live stock yards. 
During 
that time he handled m absolute cash 
over 8100,000,000 without the loss of 
one dollar. But owing to the return 
of his sun pain in hot weather he re- 
signed after 16 years of service and re- 
turned to his old home. 
Since this 
time he has lived retired from any 
active engagements or business. 
As a politician, be was township 


clerk prior to the war for over ten 
consecutive years, being elected by 
the Democrats. When Lincoln. Doug- 
lass and Breckenndge ran for presi- 
dent :n 13SO, he cast, his last Demo- 
cratic ballot for Douglass. When the 
war broke out be became a strong sup- 
porter of the administration. 
Since 


the war be has been a staunch Repub- 
lican. 
He was united in marriage with 


Miss Mary Frances Coggins, of 3 
Castle, on August 5, 1865. 
At his 
death he left no children, but a de- 
voted wife, two brothers and three 
sisters mourn their loss- His domes- 
tic environments were of the most 
simple sort, while sunshine and hap- 
piness reigned supreme ia his borne. 
His father was greatly afflicted for a 
number ot years before his death, and 
oeing the oldest of the family he took 
up the cause of his younger brothers 
and sisters in the way of support, and 
education. He spared neither pains 
nor self sacrifice to make bis aged 
mother comfortable. 
Captain Garrison was honest, faith- 


ful and a man of honor. Always so- 
licitous for others he often deniec 
himself comforts in order that he 
might aid these in straitened ci; 
cumst-ances. He did what be could, 
not so mucD for himself bat for oth- 
ers. That an honest man is tbe np- 
olest work of God was well proved in 
bislife. His family and friends fee 
that their loss is irreparable.

Tbe purpose of tbe above is to make 
it appear that tbe Electric Light com- 
pany was not sincere in saying to tb«- 
council and business men of Ubshocb n 
tnat tbe heating plant would not be 
built unless th* lighting contract was 
extended. If the company had prac- 
ticed such a deception, it would in- 
deed be tbe most reprehensible kind 
of bad faith and any person guilty cf 
sucb should be censured accordingly. 
But Che important feature of tbe im- 
plied charge Is tbat it is untrue. 
Tbe early arrival of pipe in Coshoc- 
ton was not tbe doings of the Elec- 
tric Light comparifS It happened in 
this way: Mr. W.H.Scnott.ot Chicago, 
has tbe contract for the construction 
of tbe beating plant, which contract 
was entered into on Wednesday, Oct. 
2. This contract was an acceptance 
of a proposition which Mr.Schott had 
previously made, which proposition 
stipulated the prices.

Niiiereh and Jerusalem thvy needed care- 
ful watching: otherwise the incendiary's 
torch might have been thrust into the 
very heart of the metropolitan splendor, 
or enemies, marching from the hills, 
might have forced the gate*. All night 
loug. on top of the wall and in front of 
the gates, might be heard tbe measured 
step Of the watchman on bis solitary best. 
Silence hung in air. save as some passer- 
by raised the question. "Watchman, what 
of th* night?" 
It is to me a deeply suggestive and sol- 


emn thing to see • man standing guard 
bj night. It thrilled through me as at 
the gate of ait arsenal in Charleston tbe 
question once smote me. *"Wno comes 
there?" followed by the sharp command. 
'"Advance and give the countersign." Ev- 
ery moral teacher stands on picket or 
patrols the wall as watchman. His work 
is to sound the alarm, and whether it be 
in the first watch, in the second watch, 
in the third watch or in the fourth watch 
to be vigilant until the daybreak flings its 
"morning glories" of blooming cloud 
across the trellis of tbe sky. 


The ancients divided tbeir night Into 


four parts—the first watch, from 6 to 9; 
tbe second, from 9 to 12; the third, from 
12 to 3. and the fourth, from 3 to 6. I 
speak now of the city in the third watch, 
or from 12 to 3 o'clock. 


I never weary of looking upon the life

The 
clerk?, too. have broken away from the 
counter and with brain weary of tbe long 
line of figures and the whims of those 
who go a-shoppiag seek the face of moth- 
er or wife or child. 
The. atreefcs are 


thronged with young mea st-ttius out 
from the great centers of bargain making. 
Let idlers clear the street and give rigtt 
of way to the besweated artisans and 
merchants! They have earned their bread 
and are now on their way home to pet it. 
The lights in full jet hang over 10.000 
evening repasts—the parents at either end 
of tbe table, the children between. Thank 
God, "who setteth the solitary in fam- 
ilies." 
A few "honrs later and all the places of 


amusement, good and bad, are in full tide. 
Lovers of art. catalogue in hand, stroll 
through the galleries and discuss the pic- 
tures. The ballroom is resplendent with 
the rich apparel of those who. on either 
side of the white, glistening boards, await 
the signal from the orchestra. Concert 
balls are lifted into enchantment with the 
warble of one songstress or swept out on 
a sea of tumultuous feeling by the blast 
of brazen instruments. 
Drawing rooms 


are filled with all gracefulness of apparel, 
with all sweetness of sound, with all 
splendor^of manner; mirrors are catching 
up and 'multiplying the scene, until it 
seems as if in infinite corridors there were 
garlanded troops advancing and retreat- 
ing. The outdoor air rings with laughter 
and with the moving to and fro of thou- 
sands on the great promenades. 
The 


dashing span, adrip with the foam of the 
long country ride, rushes past as you halt 
at the curbstone. Slirth. revelry, beauty, 
fashion, magnificence, mingle in the great 
metropolitan picture until the thinking 
man goes home to think more seriously, 
and the prayinc man to pray more ear- 
nestly.

frolic. Third watch of the ni<:ht! God's

George Stuart, one of the best Christian 
men in this country, said to him: '"'What 
are you distributing tracts for now? 
There are three thousand men bleeding 
to death. 
Bind up their wounds and
